I looked at several items. Caps seem ok, and I popped a "new" 5R4 

into the tube tester just to verify its quality (i foolishly had overlooked 
this when I installed it, to replace a weak one that was in there originally). 
To my suprise, I found it weaker than the original bottle. 


My questions are: 


What causes rectifier tube weakness? Does excess load cause 
premature wearout? Could excess load have taken out this tube 
and the choke? 


What are the characteristics of a weak tube, as far as Vout, and 
input and output impedance? 


Thanks to good neighbor KD4CPL and a Seneca carcass, I have a replacement 
choke... which I want to be careful with!!

Noticed in a recent posting the age old problem of paint curling, or not 
sticking. Incompatibility between types of paints can be a valid cause. 
Improper cleaning is quite often another. 


If you are going to repaint an entire area, a good way to treat the metal 
is to use a commercial grease/cleaner like auto detailing shops use with 
a liberal amount of warm water and a fine Scotchbrite pad. Scrub 
thouroughly and rinse well and dry. Then just prior to priming and/or 
painting, wipe the area well with a lint free cloth saturated in MEK. 

It evaporates in moments, smells terrible, and cleans better than Mr. 
Clean. The purists you, those who have purged PCB's from your dummy 
loads, will want to wear rubber gloves and a breathing mask while using 
MEK. After all the above the paint doesn't stick, you can bet it's a 


material compatibility problem! Good Luck.

Hey! You musta read my post, Don... I was hoping someone would... Now, I 


never said the Eico 753 was a good radio. Of course, just how many really 
good radios are there? Just a few I think. I said that the 753 was a horrid 
example of an early SSB rig. 


But, what's the point in talking about a good radio? You don't talk about 
good radios. You talk on them. That's why there are so many well-worn 
HT-37's and so many pristine examples of the old AM rigs. <but I digress> 


For me the simple joy of BoatAnchoring revolves around reviving old radios. 
I didn't really have any attachment to the 753 until I'd seen it week after 
week after week at the local swapmeets. Nobody wanted it. The seller was 
practically trying to give it away. <Yup, I took pity on it.> 


And a pretty radio it is! Perhaps that's because it was such a bad rig that 
no one ever used it much. The panel is brushed aluminum, hence rust-free. 
All knobs are solid aluminum rather than cheap plastic and have 
spun-polished fronts. The panel shows no wear and tear. All silkscreening 
is intact, tuning mechanism is not worn out, etc. (It took some time to 
clean the grunge off the rig and repolish the knobs but on a scale of 10, 
it's a good 9 or so.) 


Electrically, the 753 is also interesting. It has RIT and AM (including the 
capability to disable the product detector - now, how many cheap SSB rigs 

had that?) Also of interest is the fact that the 753 had a crystal filter 
built using discrete crystals rather than having an encapsulated filter module. 


With drift under control, the rig performs admirably. I put it on the air 
last night and even got good audio reports (along with one bad one - but 
that was before I turned the mic gain down). 


Just my $0.02 worth of rambling thoughts on the subject.
